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FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

The  coin  (FG42)  of  which  the  obverse  appears  on  our  front  cover  this  month  is  a  five  guineas 
of  James  II  dated  1687  with  the  Elephant  and  Castle  emblem  below  the  bust. 

James  was  the  second  son  of  Charles  I  and  succeeded  the  throne  in  1685  when  his  elder 
brother  Charles  II  died.  His  reign  only  lasted  just  under  four  years  when  he  was  forced  to 
abdicate  in  favour  of  the  Protestant  William  (III)  of  Orange  (who  married  James’s  first 
daughter,  Mary). 

The  engraver  of  the  dies  for  the  coin  was  again  Roettier,  who  was  responsible  for  most  of 
Charles  II  coinage.  The  famous  ‘Elephant  and  Castle’  symbol  below  the  bust  was  the  badge 
of  the  African  (‘Guinea’)  Company,  who  supplied  much  of  the  gold  and  some  of  the  silver  at 
this  time.

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THOMAS  ATTWOOD:  REFORMER 

A.  F.  AMANN 


In  the  Bulletin  for  November  1978  a  medallion  was  offered  for  sale  depicting  the  political 
reformer  Thomas  Attwood.  During  the  first  half  of  the  last  century  Attwood  was  probably 
the  most  talked-of  man  in  the  country.  Today  he  is  practically  unknown. 

He  was  born  in  1783  the  son  of  a  Birmingham  banker,  and  entered  the  political  arena  in 
1823  by  opposing  the  Orders  in  Council  which  had  the  effect  of  restricting  Birmingham  trade. 
As  a  result  of  his  activities  some  of  the  Orders  were  revoked  and  Birmingham  showed  its 
appreciation  by  presenting  him  with  a  silver  cup. 

At  this  period  there  was  a  growing  movement  throughout  the  country  for  parliamentary 
reform  and  Attwood  advocated  popular  demonstrations,  being  careful  to  keep  within  the  law. 
He  received  widespread  support.  The  City  of  London  gave  him  its  Freedom  and  he  was  Birm¬ 
ingham's  idol.  The  Representation  of  the  People  Act.  known  in  common  parlance  as  the 
Reform  Bill,  was  passed  in  June  1832  and  this  resulted  in  the  creation  of  twenty-two  new 
boroughs  with  two  members,  and  twenty  with  one  apiece.  Birmingham,  hitherto 
unrepresented,  was  allotted  two  members  and  Attwood  was  one  of  the  two  returned 
unopposed.  As  an  indication  of  his  popularity  there  were  twenty  constituencies  who  asked 
him  to  stand  as  their  candidate,  but  the  oratory  which  had  given  him  such  success  when 
addressing  mass  meetings  did  not  impress  the  House  of  Commons.  He  seemed  violent  and 
indiscreet.  There  is  no  doubt  he  was  better  suited  for  the  rough  work  of  political  pioneering 
than  for  the  task  of  constructive  statesmanship.  His  popularity  declined.  He  felt  the  loss  of 
influence  and  soon  began  to  realise  that  the  mills  of  the  reformed  Parliament  were  going  to 
grind  exceeding  slow.  He  then  joined  the  Chartist  Movement  and  presented  to  the  Commons 
the  monster  petition  for  universal  suffrage:  voting  by  ballot,  payment  of  members,  abolition 
of  property  qualification,  and  parliaments  to  be  annual.  These  demands  met  with  strong 
resistance  from  both  middle  and  upper  classes  and  the  Chartists  were  repressed. 

Attwood  retired  into  private  life  a  disappointed  man  and  died  in  1856.  A  statue  of  him  was 
erected  in  New  Street,  Birmingham. 

In  addition  to  the  medallion  mentioned  above  there  is  another  bearing  the  reformer's  name. 
The  obverse  depicts  the  Union  Jack  with  sprigs  of  oak  leaves,  etc.  ‘T.  Attw'ood  Esq.  Unity. 
Victorious.'  On  the  reverse  ‘The  Reformation  of  the  People's  Rights.  Pass'd  by  a  Majority  of 
84  in  the  House  of  Lords.  June  4.  1832.’

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METALLIC  PASS  TO  THE  VICEREGAL  ESTATES,  INDIA 

HURMUZ  KAUS 

Mr  B.  A.  Wheeler's  article,  ‘Viceroy’s  Faithful  Service  Medals’,  in  the  Medal  Collectors’ 
Section,  in  the  Bulletin  for  April  1980,  pp.  136-8,  has  encouraged  me  to  place  on  record  yet 
another  relic  of  the  British  Empire  in  India,  the  greatest  one  in  the  history  on  which  the  sun 
never  set. 

India  passed  under  British  Imperial  rule  from  the  hands  of  the  Mughal  Emperor,  Bahadur 
Shah  II,  who  was  arrested  during  the  Indian  Mutiny  in  1857/58  by  Major  Hodson  (of  the  9th 
Lancers,  or  ‘Hodson's  Horse’)  and  was  deported  to  Rangoon  as  the  prisoner  of  the  British. 

Queen  Victoria  (1837-1901)  became  the  first  British  monarch  of  India  in  1858  and 
assumed  the  oriental  title  ‘Qaiser-e-Hind’  or  ‘Empress  of  India’  on  1  January  1877,  when  the 
Governor-General  of  India  was  designated  as  Viceroy,  with  Calcutta  as  the  capital  of  the 
British  Indian  Empire. 

The  capital  was  moved  from  Calcutta  to  Old  Dehli  (spelled  and  pronounced  by  the  British 
as  Delhi)  when  King  George  V,  Emperor  of  India,  visited  India  for  Dehli  Darbar  (Royal 
Assemblage)  in  December  1911. 

Relinquishing  Old  Dehli,  the  capital  of  the  Mughal  Emperors,  the  British  left  their  stamp 
on  India  by  building  a  new  city,  the  New  Dehli  which  was  inaugurated  on  9  February  1931. 
The  new  city  was  designed  by  the  eminent  British  architect,  Sir  Edwin  Lutyens. 

The  Empire  came  to  an  end  on  15  August  1947,  after  nine  decades  of  British  Imperial  rule. 
The  country  was  divided  into  two  Dominions  in  a  rough  proportion  of  two-thirds/one-third, 
the  former  remaining  as  India  with  New  Dehli  as  its  capital  and  the  latter  became  Pakistan 
with  Karachi  as  its  capital.  The  late  Lord  Mountbatten,  the  last  Viceroy  of  British  Indian 
Empire,  became  the  first  Governor-General  of  Independent  India. 

With  this  short  introduction  I  now  proceed  with  the  description  of  the  metallic  pass  to  the 
Outer  Cordon  of  the  Viceregal  Estates,  the  subject  matter  of  this  note. 

Metal:  burnished  bronze.  Shape:  square.  Size:  2x2  inches.  Raised  edge. 

Obv:  On  a  raised  shield,  the  legend:  VICEREGAL  ESTATES  /  OUTER  CORDON  /  PASS, 
in  relief,  in  sans  serif  capitals,  in  three  lines.  Below  the  above  legend  the  number  ‘742'  in 
incuse,  being  the  number  allotted  to  the  employee  of  the  Viceregal  Estates  who  was 
holding  this  pass. 

Rev:  Festoon  between  two  five-pointeds  stars.  Legend:  IF  FOUND  PLEASE  /  RETURN  TO 
/  MILITARY  SECY  /  TO  THE  /  VICEROY  in  relief,  sans  serif  capitals,  in  five  lines. 
Around,  on  left,  bottom  and  right,  NOT  TRANSFERABLE  /  TO  BE  KEPT  /  IN  SAFE 
CUSTODY,  in  relief,  sans  serif  capitals,  in  three  lines,  reading  from  outside. 

There  is  a  hole  at  the  top  for  suspension. 

Metallic  passes  to  mints,  factories,  workshops,  mills,  etc.,  are  met  with,  but  metallic  passes 
to  palaces,  mansions  and  private  estates  are  uncommon.

(1931-33).

THE  DATE  OF  THE  EARLY  ARAKANESE,  PYU  AND 
MON  COINAGES  (‘SYMBOLIC  COINS’) 

MICHAEL  MITCHINER 

When  reviewing  the  recent  book  by  M.  Robinson  and  L.  A.  Shaw  entitled  The  Coins  and 
Banknotes  of  Burma  Mr.  Joe  Cribb1  ended  with  a  somewhat  provocative  criticism  in  which 
he  stated  that  ‘there  is  no  concrete  evidence  for  their  (the  coin  series  cited  above)  existence 
before  the  8th  century'  and  he  referred  to  the  ‘unsubstantiated  opinions  on  the  dating  of  the 
Arakanese,  Pyu  and  Mon  coins  which  have  appeared  in  print  recently’.  As  one  of  the 
‘unsubstantial'  authors  I  should  like  to  offer  some  substantial  evidence  concerning  the  early 
date  of  these  coin  series. 

Two  series  of  the  early  symbolic  coins  cited  are  found  across  a  broad  strip  of  land  extend¬ 
ing  from  Burma  to  South  Vietnam.  Coins  of  the  commoner  series  tended  to  circulate  more 
across  the  hinterland  of  this  region,  whereas  the  coins  of  the  scarcer  series  tended  to  circulate 
more  along  the  maritime  border.  The  geographical  distribution  of  the  former  series  coincides 
with  the  distribution  of  Funanese  type  pottery  and  other  Funanese  artefacts  and  the 
archeological  levels  also  concur  when  these  can  be  substantiated.  The  other  series  appears  to 
have  emanated  from  the  Mon  kingdom  of  Thaton: 

(I)  Funan. 

Coins  of  the  ‘Rising  Sun/Temple”  type:  Robinson  and  Shaw  3.7,  3.8:  Mitchiner  ( Oriental 
Coins  and  Their  Y'alues.  III.  Non- Islamic  States  and  Western  Colonies ,  1979)  nos.  2567  ff. 
Findspots  include  Oc-eo  in  South  Vietnam,2  Cambodia,'  U-Thong,4  Prachinburi  and  Nakorn 
Pathom,5  other  sites  in  Thailand,6  Bawrithet  and  Bawnin  in  the  Shan  States,'  Halin.* 
Beikthano9  and  Pegu.10 

Several  of  these  coins  were  recovered  from  excavations  and  reasonable  dates  can  be 
proposed: 
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(a)  Oc-eo  excavations.  The  Kingdom  of  Funan,  of  which  this  city  was  the  major  port,  fell  in 
the  6th  century  AD1 1  and  coins  found  at  Oc-eo  can  reasonably  be  dated  earlier  than  this. 

(b)  U-Thong.  Excavations  show  this  city  to  have  both  pre-Dvaravati  and  Dvaravati  period 
levels;12  the  former  corresponding  with  the  much  more  extensive  pre-Dvaravati  levels 
excavated  at  the  site  of  Chan-sen.11  Boisselier14  suggested  that  the  two  coins  he  illustrated 
from  the  U-Thong  excavations  belonged  to  the  pre-Dvaravati  period.  The  existence  of  the 
Dvaravati  kingdom  was  recorded  in  the  7th  century  AD  by  each  of  the  two  Chinese 
travellers,  Hiuen-Tsang15  (travels:  AD  629-645)  and  I-Tsing16  (travels:  AD  671-695). 

(c)  The  pre-Dvaravati  levels  of  U-Thong  and  Chang-sen  (also  the  contemporary  site  of 
Beikthano:  vide  infra)  contain  pottery  of  Funanese  type;  closely  related  to  that  of  Oc-eo;  and 
the  coins  of  ‘Rising  Sun/Temple'  type  closely  follow  the  geographical  distribution  of  such 
pottery  forms.’7  Radio-Carbon  datings  (also  Thermo-luminescence  datings)  from  the  Funan- 
related  levels  (III  and  IV)  of  Chang-sen  suggest  the  period  AD  200/250  to  AD  600/650  for 
this  cultural  phase.18 

(d)  The  north  Burmese  city  of  Halin,  from  which  these  coins  have  also  been  excavated,  has 
provided  radio-carbon  dates  in  the  2nd/3rd  century  AD  and  the  6th  century  AD.19 

(e)  The  central  Burmese  city  of  Beikthano,  which  is  in  archaeological  terms  the  oldest  of  the 
three  major  Pyu  cities  (Halin,  Beikthano,  Srikshetra)  and  where  further  specimens  of  these 
coins  have  been  excavated  (sites:  KKG  15  gateway;  KKG  3  stupa),  has  provided  radio¬ 
carbon  datings  of  90  BC/AD  90,  c.  AD  70,  c.  AD  225  and  c.  AD  300. 20  This  city  appears  to 
have  been  destroyed  before  AD  500.  Hegemony  of  the  region  then  passed  to  Srikshetra 
(Hmawza).  In  the  seventh  century  AD  reports  of  Hiuen-Tsang21  and  of  I-Tsing22  only  two 
states  were  cited  in  Burma.  These  were  Srikshetra  (i.e.  the  Pyu  kingdom  of  the  middle 
Irrawaddy  valley)  and  the  Mon  kingdom  of  Thaton23  to  the  ‘south-east’  of  Srikshetra. 

(2)  Mon  kingdom  of  Thaton. 

Coins  of  ‘Sankh  shell/Temple  without  ancillary  symbols’  type  (other  types  of ‘Shell/Temple’ 
coins  with  ancillary  symbols  around  the  temple  are  more  specifically  related  to  the  Menam 
valley):  Robinson  and  Shaw  3.10:  Mitchiner  III  no.  2580. 

Findspots  include  Pegu,24  Southern  Burma,25  Thailand26  and  Oc-eo.27  The  Oc-eo  coins 
would,  from  the  chronology  of  that  site,  appear  to  have  circulated  earlier  than  the  6th  century 
AD.28 

Apart  from  these  two  coin  series  with  a  wide  geographical  distribution,  other  local  coin 
series  were  struck  that  appear  to  have  circulated  through  restricted  geographical  regions:- 

(3)  Dvaravati  and  the  pre-Dvaravati  period  in  the  Menam  valley. 

A  Mon  coin  belonging  to  one  of  the  local  Menam  valley  series  (Shell/Temple  with  symbols: 
Robinson  and  Shaw  3.1 1:  Mitchiner  III,  2586)  found  at  U-Thong  was  dated  by  Boisselier29  to 
the  pre-Dvaravati  period  of  that  city.  At  present  there  have  been  too  few  stratified  excavation 
reports  from  Thailand  to  cite  the  exact  periods  of  specific  coin  series  in  archeological  terms. 
Several  coin  series  local  to  the  Menam  valley  are  extant  and  it  remains  a  matter  of  judgement 
which  belong  to  the  Dvaravati  kingdom  and  which  to  the  culturally  more  individualistic  city 
states  of  the  pre-Dvaravati  period.  The  present  writer  concurs  with  Boisselier  in  proposing 
that  some  iocal  Menam  valley  coin  series,  interpreted  in  the  light  of  local  archeological 
evidence,  should  be  dated  to  the  pre-Dvaravati  period.  Since  the  Kingdom  of  Dvaravati  had 
been  founded  by  the  time  of  Hiuen-Tsang's  travels  this  means  that  local  coinage  was  being 
struck  before  about  AD  600. 

(4)  Pyu  kingdom  of  the  Irrawaddy  valley. 

The  major  coinage  attributable  to  the  Pyu  is  of  ‘Damaru/Dots  in  Temple'  type:  Robinson  and 
Shaw  3. 1 ;  3.2:  Mitchiner  III  nos.  2623  ff. 

Coins  of  this  series  have  been  recovered  in  excavations  from  all  three  major  Pyu  sites: 
Halin,30  Beikthano31  and  Srikshetra.32 
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(a)  One  of  the  Beikthano  coins  was  recovered  in  excavation  of  the  stupa  mound  named  KKG 
3  and  it  can  thus  be  dated  prior  to  c.  AD  500. 

(b)  The  Srikshetra  coins  published  by  Duroiselle  were  recovered  in  excavation  of  the  Khinba 
pagoda,  coin  PI.  XLIIe  from  the  trench  approaching  the  relic  chamber  and  the  various  coins 
on  PI.  XLIIf  from  within  and  around  the  relic  chamber.  Other  artefacts  in  the  relic  chamber 
included  Sanskrit  inscriptions  whose  epigraphy  places  them  in  the  6— 7th  century  AD. 

(c)  Five  coins  of  a  slightly  altered  type,  ‘Damaru/Lingram  in  Temple'  (Robinson  and  Shaw 
3.5;  Mitchiner  Ill  nos.  2617  ff)  were  recovered  inside  a  vase  in  excavation  of  the  Bawbawgyi 
pagoda  at  Srikshetra33  together  with  a  clay  tablet  bearing  the  same  designs  (with  ancillary 
symbols  reversed).34  The  associated  artefacts  included  gold  and  silver  scrolls  whose  epigra¬ 
phy  is  also  of  6— 7th  century  date.  It  should,  perhaps,  be  emphasised  that  both  these  two 
groups  of  coins  recovered  in  excavations  from  in  and  around  the  relic  chambers  of 
Srikshetran  pagodas  were  foundation  deposits  dating  from  the  time  when  that  respective 
pagodas  were  built.  In  each  case  that  date  was  much  earlier  than  the  mid-9th  century  when 
the  city  of  Srikshetra  was  sacked. 

(d)  Coins  of  another  local  Pyu  series  bearing  ‘Damaru/Shell  in  Temple'  designs  (Mitchiner 
III  no.  2628)  have  been  recovered  in  excavations  at  both  Srikshetra35  and  Halin.36 

(5)  Arakan. 

Coins  bearing  ‘Seated  bull/Trident'  designs  are  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the  issuing  king. 
The  major  item  for  dating  is  the  Sanskrit  inscription  of  Anandacandra  First  published  by 
Johnston.37  He  dated  the  inscription  to  c.  AD  700.  Using  the  reign  lengths  of  kings  cited  in 
the  inscription  this  would  place  the  numerous  kings  of  whom  coins  are  extant  during  the 
period  commencing  in  the  5th  century  AD.  The  date  of  the  inscription  is  not  absolutely  fixed 
but  to  suggest,  as  Mr.  Cribb  implies,  that  it  should  be  dated  some  three  to  four  centuries  later 
is  both  epigraphically  and  historically  quite  untenable.  No  doubt  one  should,  among  other 
relevant  evidence,  refer  to  later  published  inscriptions  of  Arakan38  that  were  engraved  after 
the  time  of  Anandacandra,  but  earlier  than  the  time  of  the  Pagan  monarchy.39  Also  to  be 
noted  are  the  numerous  publications  on  the  coinage  of  Harikela,40  which  was  one  of  the 
kingdoms  derived  from  the  break-up  of  the  Candra  kingdom  of  Arakan.41  Any  view  that  the 
break-up  of  the  Candra  kingdom  should  be  dated  later  than  the  early  7th  century  AD  would 
also  seem  to  be  negated  by  the  testimony  of  I-Tsing.  Writing  in  AD  671/695,  TTsing  referred 
to  the  kingdom  of  Harikela:  ‘He  (Wu-hing)  worshipped  the  Buddha’s  tooth  there  |i.e.  in 
Ceylon  |,  and  again  sailed  for  the  north-east.  He  came  to  Harikela,  which  is  the  eastern  limit 
of  Eastern  India,  and  is  part  of  Gambudvipa'.42 

This  is  only  a  summary  of  some  more  important  chronological  evidence  and,  though  one 
may  raise  questions  concerning  the  precise  interpretation  of  individual  pieces  of  such 
evidence,  the  consensus  is  impressive.  Many  separate  sources  combine  to  present  a  picture  of 
well  established  commerce  and  appropriate  currency  systems  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Christian  era.  There  is  unequivocal  evidence  that  coinage  was  circulating  well  before  AD  500 
and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  some  coin  series  had  already  become  obsolete  by  AD 
600. 
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A  Civil  War  hoard  from  Taunton  Daily  Telegraph,  7  March 
A  bulldozer  driver  who  unearthed  275  silver  coins  on  a  Taunton  building  site  is  to  receive 
£3,335.  Somerset  County  Museum,  which  bought  the  coins,  will  hand  over  a  cheque  to  Mr 
Graham  Sully,  20,  next  week.  The  coins,  declared  treasure  trove  by  an  inquest  jury,  are 
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believed  to  have  been  buried  in  1644  or  1645  when  the  town  came  under  siege  during  the 
Civil  War. 

More  Roman  silver  from  Miidenhall.  East  Anglian  Daily  Times,  28  February ’ 

A  Treasure  trove  inquest  is  to  be  held  into  the  discovery  of  21 1  Roman  silver  coins  near 
Miidenhall.  The  coins,  bearing  dates  between  360  and  423  AD,  were  found  in  a  field  between 
West  Row  and  Freckenham  in  a  six-day  period  last  December.  Chief  Inspector  Eric  Hunt,  of 
Miidenhall  police,  said  no  information  had  been  given  at  the  time  at  the  request  of  the  land- 
owner  concerned.  The  discovery  was  revealed  yesterday,  when  it  was  announced  that  West 
Suffolk  coroner  Mr.  Bill  Walrond  has  fixed  a  treasure  trove  inquest  for  May  7  at  Miidenhall 
courthouse.  The  find  follows  discoveries  of  silver  coins  at  Wilde  Street,  Beck  Row,  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1979,  and  at  Lords  Walk,  Eriswell,  in  1972. 

A  new  variety  of  Ofifa  penny  found.  Orpington  Times,  26  February 
A  Silver  coin  dating  back  to  780  AD  has  been  found  by  Mr  John  Harlin,  of  Farnborough. 
The  coin  -  which  *was  struck  during  the  reign  of  Offa  of  Mercia  -  was  discovered  by  Mr 
Harlin  last  month  as  he  strolled  round  a  local  footpath  with  his  metal  detector.  Last  week 
Croydon  Coroners  Court  decided  Mr  Harlin  was  the  owner  of  the  coin  —  worth  at  least 
£1,000  -  though  Bromley  Council  may  appeal  against  the  decision.  Miss  Marian  Archibald, 
from  the  British  Museum,  said  Mr  Harlin’s  find  was  a  new  variation  of  an  existing  type  of 
coin. 

New  I.O.M.  50  pence  will  please  ‘TT’  enthusiasts.  Motor  Cycle  Weekly,  21  February 
TT  enthusiasts  and  coin  collectors  will  be  delighted  with  the  latest  50p  coin  from  the  Isle  of 
Man  which  depicts  last  year's  Classic  winner  Joey  Dunlop  in  action.  The  coins  will  be  in 
circulation  from  April  1.  Ordinary  coins  will  be  in  general  circulation  and  can  be  bought  in  a 
special  presentation  box  for  £1.  Five  thousand  sterling  silver  coins  will  be  minted  and  will  cost 
£25  each.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  gold  coins  will  cost  £485  each  while  at  the  top  end  of  the 
scale  just  50  platinum  coins  are  to  be  minted.  The  cost?  £575  each! 

Royal  Wedding  Commemorative  crown.  Royal  Mint  Press  release,  26  March 
On  a  visit  to  the  Royal  Mint  in  Llantrisant,  South  Wales,  the  Master  of  the  Mint,  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  announced  that  the  Queen  had  been  pleased  to  approve 
his  submission  that  the  Royal  Mint  should  produce  a  commemorative  crown  to  celebrate  the 
Royal  Wedding  of  The  Prince  of  Wales  and  Lady  Diana  Spencer.  The  circulating  standard 
crown  will  be  struck  in  cupro-nickel  and  will  be  issued  at  face  value,  25  pence.  Uncirculated 
samples  of  this  coin  will  be  available  in  presentation  packs  and  there  will  also  be  a  “proof' 
quality  limited  issue  struck  in  sterling  silver.  The  Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee  will  meet 
shortly  to  consider  the  design  for  the  reverse  of  the  crown. 


Treasure  Trove  Proceedings  at  Chester 

A  treasure  trove  inquest  was  held  on  28  January  1981  on  a  gold  solidus  of  Magnentius 
(350-353  A.D.)  and  a  late  medieval  gold  ring  that  had  been  found  in  excavations  by  the 
Grosvenor  Museum's  excavations  section.  The  gold  coin  was  found  by  Mr  James  Burke,  the 
excavations  section  chargehand,  while  excavating  a  late  Roman  rubbish  pit  on  a  site  in  the 
centre  of  Chester.  According  to  the  evidence  given  by  Mr  S.  Ward,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
excavation,  the  pit  was  close  to  a  massive  sandstone  wall  of  Roman  date  and  to  an  area 
which  showed  evidence  of  gold  working  in  the  form  of  crucibles  with  traces  of  gold  and 
remains  of  a  furnace. 

It  would  appear  very  likely  that  the  coin  was  an  accidental  loss  connected  with  this 
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industrial  activity.  The  solidus  is  in  remarkably  good  condition,  but  it  is  slightly  bent,  possibly 
by  someone  trying  to  test  the  quality  of  the  gold.  It  has  the  mint  mark  for  the  Lyons  mint  and 
is  rather  underweight  for  a  solidus.  Wide  fluctuation  in  the  weight  of  solidi  of  Magnentius 
have  been  noted  for  coins  minted  during  the  unstable  period  at  the  end  of  his  reign.  According 
to  Dr  John  Kent  of  the  British  Museum,  a  similar  coin  to  that  found  in  Chester  is  in  the 
British  Museum  and  other  examples  are  known  in  the  collections  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum 
and  in  Paris.  A  slightly  earlier  solidus  of  Magnentius  was  found  in  Crook  Street.  Chester,  in 
the  late  nineteenth  century,  but  the  whereabouts  of  that  coin  is  not  now  known. 

The  gold  ring  was  found  on  a  nearby  archaeological  site  by  a  German  student  from 
Cologne.  The  ring  has  a  ruby,  or  possibly  a  garnet,  in  a  setting,  and  according  to  Mr  J. 
Cherry  of  the  British  Museum,  is  likely  to  be  of  late  thirteenth  or  fourteenth  century  date.  The 
jury  of  the  Treasure  Trove  inquest  considered  that  in  both  instances  the  objects  were 
accidentally  lost  and  not  buried  with  intent  to  recover  at  a  later  date;  therefore  they  were  not 
Treasure  Trove.  The  finds  were  made  on  land  belonging  to  the  Chester  City  Council  and  the 
Cheshire  County  Council  so  that  it  is  likely  that  they  will  in  due  course  become  part  of  the 
Grosvenor  Museum's  collections. 


Samoa  1889  and  H.M.S.  Calliope  -  A  Postscript 

Gavin  Scott’s  interesting  article  in  the  March  1981  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  brought  back 
memories  of  my  grandfather  Alexander  Stone  who  was  an  Able  Seaman  (Gunner)  on  board 
HMS  Calliope  from  January  1887  to  April  1890  including  the  escape  from  the  hurricane  at 
Apia  Harbour,  Samoa. 

Born  in  Jersey  in  1864.  his  father  being  a  soldier  in  the  Royal  Jersey  Militia,  my 
grandfather  joined  the  Royal  Navy  about  1881  and  took  part  in  the  later  Egyptian  Campaign 
at  Suakin,  serving  on  HMS  Carysfort  and  HMS  Arab.  After  returning  home  and  marrying, 
he  sailed  from  Portsmouth  on  HMS  Calliope  on  25th  January  1887.  I  remember  him  as  a 
steady  character,  but  with  a  marked  sense  of  humour.  He  never  did  say  much  about  the 
hurricane  but  was  extremely  proud  to  have  taken  part  in  such  a  fine  feat  of  seamanship. 

He  kept  in  contact  with  his  old  shipmates  and,  beside  me  as  I  write,  1  have  a  number  of  his 
souvenirs  of  HMS  Calliope:- 

A  copy  of  “The  Cruise  of  HMS  Calliope  in  China,  Australia  and  East  African  Waters 
1887-1890",  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Evans,  the  Ship's  Chaplain. 

A  copy  of  an  extremely  rare  little  book  entitled  “HMS  Calliope"  printed  in  Sydney 
N.S.W.  in  late  1889. 

Menus  of  two  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Dinners  he  attended  in  London  in  March  1939.  His 
name  appears  on  the  guest  list  printed  on  one  of  the  Menus.  Both  Menus  are  signed  by  all 
his  shipmates.  A  Greeting  telegram  with  the  stirring  words  “Officers,  including  survivors 
assembled  on  board  Calliope  to  celebrate  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Samoan  hurricane 
send  you  best  wishes  from  your  old  ship". 

My  grandfather's  sense  of  humour  was,  however,  to  get  him  into  trouble;  for  when  HMS 
Calliope  finally  docked  at  Portsmouth  on  9th  April  1890.  she  was  inspected  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  Admiral  Sir  John  E.  Commerell,  V.C.  with  the  ships  crew-  all  clean  and 
tidy  and  anxious  to  get  it  over  and  away  to  their  homes.  Alas,  the  C-in-C  tripped  over  a  coil 
of  rope  whilst  passing  along  the  ranks.  It  brought  a  guffaw  from  A.B.  Stone,  who  found 
himself  confined  on  board  for  a  few'  more  hours  as  a  result.  My  grandmother,  who  was 
waiting  on  the  quayside  w'ith  my  father  then  aged  three,  dressed  in  a  sailor  suit  specially  made 
for  the  occasion,  was  furious. 

With  the  homecoming  of  HMS  Calliope  my  grandfather's  time  was  served;  he  joined  the 
London  Fire  Brigade,  and  later  worked  for  Marconi’s  in  London.  He  died  in  1940.  My  Aunt, 
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his  surviving  child,  is  now  90.  Some  of  my  grandfather’s  mantle  has  fallen  on  her,  because  she 
volunteered  for  the  A.T.S.  in  1939  when  she  was  nine  years  over  age  (giving  her  age  as  40). 
After  three  years  as  an  A.T.S.  Cook  (the  A.T.S.  were  the  forerunners  of  the  Women's  Royal 
Army  Corps)  her  age  was  discovered  and  she  was  discharged,  only  to  become  a  temporary 
wartime  postwoman,  a  job  she  had  also  held  in  the  First  Great  War  some  25  years  pre¬ 
viously. 

I  have  many  family  memories  of  the  memorable  event  at  Samoa  in  1889,  and  only  hope 
that  my  Aunt  and  I  are  able  to  take  part  in  some  way  in  the  Centenary  Celebrations  in  1989.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Dinheiro  Luso-Irtdiano:  Indo-Portuguese  Money.  By  J.  Ferraro  Vaz,  with  English  translation 
by  H.  B.  Ferraro  Vaz;  coin  drawings  by  M.  Correia  de  Sousa.  9{  x  7  ins.; *608  pp.,  many 
illustrations,  a  few  maps;  84  coloured  plates  of  banknotes.  Braga,  Portugal,  paper  covers.  We 
can  supply,  price  £1 1  post  inclusive. 

This  work  is  the  latest  in  a  line  of  publications  on  Portuguese  currency  by  this  author 
stretching  back  over  thirty  years.  It  Fills  an  outstanding  gap  in  modern  works  on  European 
colonial  numismatics.  The  format  in  the  listings  of  the  coinage  -  which  dates  back  to  the  time 
of  Manuel  I  (1495-1521)  -  is  very  similar  to  that  used  by  the  author  in  his  well-established 
Book  of  the  Coins  of  Portugal  (last  edition:  1978).  The  coins,  of  the  settlements  and  colonies 
on  the  Indian  sub-continent,  Ceylon  and  Malacca,  are  listed  by  reign.  Each  piece  is  numbered 
and  given  a  valuation  in  VF  grade  (only). 

Official  weights  (or  the  average  weight  of  known  specimens  in  the  case  of  earlier  pieces) 
and  bibliographical  references  are  given  for  each  coin,  a  useful  feature  for  the  serious  student. 
The  comprehensive  bibliography  gives  auction  sale  catalogues  as  well  as  books  and  journals. 
Although  the  actual-size  drawings  of  the  coins  are  usually  good,  there  are  some  less-than- 
adequate  illustrations;  it  is  a  pity  that  there  is  not  at  least  a  selection  of  photographs, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  many  coloured  plates  of  paper-money  have  been 
included. 

Much  background  information  is  provided  which  will  be  of  great  interest  to  the  dedicated 
reader.  However,  for  the  more  casual  person,  using  the  catalogue  as  a  quick  reference,  a  more 
lurid  and  general  account  of  each  reign  and  coinage  period  would  have  been  welcome; 
admittedly,  the  present  reviewer  has  used  only  the  English  translation  which  does  not  read 
too  well. 

Apart  from  the  sections  of  the  book  dealing  with  coinage,  the  paper  money  of  Portuguese 
India  is  also  well  covered.  The  book  closes  with  supplements  on  documents  concerning  paper 
money  and  coin  legislation,  and  with  details  of  the  Treaty  between  India  and  Portugal  in  1975 
which  officially  ended  an  era  begun  with  Vasco  da  Gama’s  historic  pioneering  voyage  of 
1498.  M.D.
